Others Believed Killed, 
and Many Injured When 


Express Dives Through 


Weak Bridge. 


Denver, Colo., July i8.—(»)— 
Nine bodies had been given up 
tonight by the flood-swelled arroyo 
that courses through the tableland 
three miles west of Stratton, Colo., 
as the known toll of lives o@rasioned 
by the collapse of a trestle bridge at 
4 o'clock this morning on the. main 
line of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railroad. The arroyo bed, nor- 
mally dry, had been suddenly turned 
into a swirling, raging torrent by a 
rall of water from a cloudburst last 
night. 

Rescue crews reported that all of 
the bodies recovered were taken from 
the creek bed during the day by work- 
ers who frantically searched the 
wreckage of an all-steel Pullman that 
was hurtled into the water from the 
crack western passenger train, No. 5, 
bound from St. Louis for Colorado 
Springs and the Pacific coast. 

More Deaths Feared. 

That additional bodies may be re- 
covered before the wreckage finally 
is cleared away was the opinion of 
rescue workers and railroad officials, 
who thought were directing relief op- 
erations. 

All of those who lost their lives 
were in the all-steel Pullman, placed 
on, the train at St. Louis. The car, 
submerged throughout the entire’ day 
on the bed of the creek, was nut 
entered until Jats tonight—the high 
water having made an earlier entrance 
impossible. 

Of the bodies recovered, identifica- 
tion of only six of the victims had 
been made tonight.. Those identified 
are:

Moscow, July 18.—The long and 
winding Amur river .border line be- 
tween soviet Siberia and Manchuria 
tonight presented a grave threat of, 
war between Russia and China. 

With troops massed on both sides 
of the border and smouldering anger 
against “Chinese militarists” spread- 
ing throughout the soviet union, it 
was admitted that possibilities of the 
official diplomatic break between the 
two countries. are unlimited, 

Constant Menace. 

Until the dispute over China’s seiz- 
ure of the Chinese Eastern railway 
from soviet control is settled, the 
1,800-mile border must remain a con- 
stant threat against peace. The public 
here is watching tensely the move- 
ments of some 15,000 white Russians 
of the old imperial regime who are 
now residents of Manchuria and who 
because of their bitterness against the 
soviet might take advantage of the — 
situation to touch off the amndaleenire aul 
flames. oe 

Meanwhile the soviet has acted to 
complete thé break of relation’ with 
China’s national government and to 
prepare for any necessity which may 
arise. The press today-—expressing a 
growing resentment against China— 
plainly indicated that precautions have 
been taken to assure instant readiness 
for any hostilities. 

Shipping Ceases. 

In addition to recall of all diplo- 
matic and trade representatives from 
China by the government, the Soviet 
Shipping Company which operates the 
mercantile marine, was ordered to 
close immediately the soviet Pacific 
ocean lines and cease communication 
with China. 

Press comment on the break with 
China reflected the uneasiness of the 
soviet union. 

“The break raises the question of 
safety of a considerable part of our 
eastern frontiers,’ said Izvestia, “This 
will compel the soviet to take neces- 


sary measures for protection. The 
character of these measures will be 
dictated by further developments.” 
The newspaper referred to the break 
as the “first consequence” of the so- 
viet ultimatum, implying other conse-

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Photograph of statue of mother wolf and Romulus and Remus.to be unveiled at Rome 


Saturday. 


Rome, Ga., July 18.—(Special.)— } 
This north Georgia city Saturday will 
shake the hand of its Italian sister 
across the seas when a bronze rep.ica 
of the famous Mother Wo!lr and 
Romulus and Remus, statue. donated 
to this city by Premier Benito Mus- 
solini, will be unveiled on the iawn 
of the city auditorium. 

Dr. M. Siroli, of the American 
Chatillion Mills, who recently brought 
the statue from Italy. will Jead in 
the dedication ceremony. In so doing 
Dr. Siroli will read to the -citizens 
of Rome a message of friendship and 
the citizens of Jtome, 
Italy, and Premier Mussolin:. 

The gift from I] Duce fo'lewe cne 
made several months ago by the peo- 
ple of this city to the citizens of Reme 
at the time of the dedication of the 
American Chatillion Mills, which ma»n- 
ufacture artificial silk by an Italian 
process and partly financed by Italian 
capital. At that time the people of 
Rome sent Premier Mussolini a leath- 
er folder containing an account of 
the cornerstcne laying at the mills. 
The cornerstone, incidentally, was cut 
from the ruins of Rome's ancient 
coliseum, 

The or’ginal statue of the Mother 


— wee oe 
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Wolf and Romulus and Remus is one 
of the most famous pieces of sculptory 
ever produced. The one to be unveiled 
here is an exact duplicate. 

According to accepted legends Ro- 
mulus and Remus, brothers, were the 


| founders of Rome. Born to Rhea Sil- | 


| via, the daughter of Numitor, they 
| were cast out of Alba Longa by Nu- 
|mitors brother, Amulius, who forced

the twins’ grandparent to abdicate in} 


his favor. In a basket the twins were 


| they floated into the Tiber and even- 
‘ tually were cast ashore at the foot of 
the Palentine where they were found 
by the mother wolf, who fed and 
cared for them until they were dis- 
covered by Faustulus, a shepherd of 
King Amulius, who reared them as his 
own children, not knowing that they 
were relatives of the king. _ 

When taken before the king Romu- 
lus was recognized by Amulius. 
Whereupon Romulus and Remus fell 
upon the king and slew him, restor- 
ing their: grandfather, Numitor, to 
the throne. 

They remained in Alba Longa but 
grew heartsick for their home at the 
foot of the Palentine and returned 
there where they founded the city 
which since has become known as 
Rome, the eternal. 

Shortly after the building of the 
city Romulus built a wall around it. 
Remus quarreled with his brother re- 
garding the size of the wall and to 
show Romulus its inefficiency leaped 
over it. Romulus killed him on the 
spot and a moment later regretted his 
deed. He later caused several days 
each year to be set aside in mourning 
for the brother he had slain. 

Romulus ruled Rome for 37 years. 
His legendary life concludes with fhe 
story that after that tenure he was 
carried up to heaven by the god Mars, 
who is reputed to have been the father 
.of him and Remus. '

| hours in advance, as all pedestrian

Prime Minister Kamsay MacDonald 
announced today. 

The laborite premier said he was 
doing his utmost to expedite the ne- 
gotiations, but was not certain the 
statement would be forthcoming.

Trotasky, exiled bolshevik, wasn't per- 
mitted to enter England. A pleasant 
respite from routine debate came when 
many members retired to the broad 
terrace overlooking the river Thames.

Statement Forced. 

Winston Churchill, as energetic and 
insistent in opposition as he was as 
n leading cabinet minister, fairly prod- 
tled the laborite premier into a dis- 
armament statement. 

Intimating that an important de- 
cision of policy reversing Great Brit- 
ain’s naval program for the present 
/year might be taken by the new gov- 
ernment, the former chancellor of the 
exchequer asked whether parliament 
would be informed and given an op- 
portunity of expressing its opinion. 

Premier MacDonald characterized 
as “a most unworthy suggestion” a 
question by Churchill whether it was 
to he understood that “a most grave 
and important decision of this kind is 
heing withheld until parliament 
separated.” The premier explained if 
was obvious the question was not in 
his hands alone. that a very compli- 
eated) set of circumstances existed,

Difficulties Feared. 

In a «statement regarding Trotzky, 
Hiome Seeretary Clynes disclosed that 
the British government feared the dif- 
fieulties that might arise in securing 
the fallen bolshevik leader's departure 
from Britain if his presence should be- 
come embarrassing. 

In some circles in Britain it has 
been felt the manner of Trotzkys 
application for admission to England 
was ill-advised.

[ basrass them, laborite leaders were 
most careful to make no gesture to- 
| ward Trotzky which might be misin- 
terpreted.

DWINDLED SUPPLY. 
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Chicago, July 18.—(United News.) 
The world, with more wheat in it¢ 
bins than ever before at this season, 
suddenly has awakened to the fact 
that the crop which should supply its 
needs a year hence is fast deteriorat- 
ing, the result of a long period of hot, 
dry weather. As a result prices of 
the commodity are mounting to new 
high levels, as traders of every nation 


attempt to profit from the situation. 
The prairie provinces of Canada, 
which last year produced 518,000,006 


bushels of the world’s supplies, are ’ 


the center of the big crop seare, but 
Australia and the Argentine also are 
reporting weather most unfavorable 
for starting their grain. 

Canada today experienced tempera- 
tures bordering on 100 degreés, a con- 
dition spelling approximate disaster 
for the week-end spring planting. 

The American northwest has been 
subject to practically the same drouth 
conditions as Canada and ee 
Snow, one of the country’s best known 
crop experts, estimates the spring 
wheat crop of North America at least
